Retired from Army 
General Demoted 
After PX Scandal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The; 


Army has demoted Brig. Gen. 
Earl F. Cole, a decorated offi- 
cer who was in charge of the 
post exchange—PX—system in 
Europe. 


The Army announced Friday 


that Cole, 50, of Alexandria, 
Va., was reduced to the rank of 
colonel and stripped of the Dis- 
t i n g u i s h e d Service Medal 
awarded to him in 1968 for his 
service in Vietnam. 


He retired Friday. An Army 


spokesman said Cole's applica- 
tion for retirement had been 
pending for some time before it 
was approved. 


The Pentagon said: "The re- 


duction action was taken be- 
cause he failed to maintain the 
high degree of personal and 
professional integrity demanded 
of general officers while as- 
signed as commanding general, 
European 
Exchange System, 


and as assistant deputy chief of 
staff for logistics, headquarters 
U.S. Army, Europe."

Turpentine Mislabelled 
Some 'Castor Oil' Deadly 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Food and Drug Administration 
has warned that some castor 
oil bottles marketed under the 
trade name Vi-Jon may con- 
tain lethal turpentine instead. 


The agency said at least one 


mislabeled bottle has been 
found in the St. Louis area 
and there is a possibility that 
other misbranded bottles are 
in the hands of consumers. 


"Turpentine, if given to a 


child in the place of castor oil, 
could be fatal," 
said the 


warning, issued Friday. 


The Vi-Jon castor oil comes 


only in two-ounce bottles and 


is manufactured in St. Louis 
and San Leandro, Calif. The 
FDA said it could not deter- 
mine the geographic distribu- 
tion of the suspect bottles 
because of a lack of coding. 


Jack Bruner, president of 


Vi-Jon Laboratories Inc., told 
a newsman in St. Louis that 
80 per cent of the firm's 
castor oil is sold in the St. 
Louis area. He said the San 
Leandro plant handles distri- 
bution west of Denver. 


"Tell them we made a 


mistake," he was quoted as 
saeing. "But tell them we 


don't think it was too bad of a 
mistake." 


Bruner said the mislabeling 


occurred in the St. Louis plant 
when at least one castor oil 
label got mixed in with a 
stack of turpentine labels. He 
said his firm stopped making 
turpentine in April of 1969. 


Bruner said the mistake 


was called to his attention 
about two months ago when a 
man said he bought a bottle 
labeled castor oil which ap- 
parently contained turpentine 
Bruner said an extensive sur- 
vey of the firm's St. Louis 
customers had turned up no 
similar occurrences.

Airport Zoning Ordinance Asked

MADISON — The state should 


enact a law requiring local use 
zoning around airports — or do 
the job itself, the State Aero- 
nautics Council has been told. 


The 1971 Legislature will be 


asked to pass a law patterned 
on Wisconsin's shoreline and 
floodplain zoning law. That law 
does the zoning job for localities 
which refuse to act on the task 
on their own before a statutory 
time limit passes, said F.E. 
Wolf, head of the State Division 
of Aeronautics. 


Wolf said that the safety and 


use zoning ordinance will be a 
prime goal of his division of the 
State Transportation D e p a r t - 
ment when the 1971 Legislature 
convenes next January. 


The provisions were a part ofi 


a general aeronautics bill which' 
failed to pass the 1969 session 
because of objections to some 
parts 
of the 
comprehensive! 


measure by individual interest 
groups, he said. 


The unpassed bill is being 


broken into sections and re- 
vised. It will be offered again as 
a series of bills to the new 
Legislature. Wolf said. 


High on the list will be the bill 


proposing that all areas of the 
state come within zoning ordi- 
nances governing compatible 
land use around airports. The 
bill is a safety measure, to 
insure that dangerous develop- 
ments are not placed within a 
three-mile radius of an airport, 
said Wolf. 


The bill would provide a two- 


year period in which localities 
could act to write such a local 
ordinance of their own prefer- 
ence, as localities were given an 
opportunity to write their own 
floodplain ordinances patterned 
on a state model, he added. 


Localities that did not act by 


the time the two-year deadline 
had passed would fall under a 
general zoning ordinance ap- 
plied by the state for that 
purpose, he proposed.

Airport Zoning Ordinance Asked

MADISON — The state should 


enact a law requiring local use 
zoning around airports — or do 
the job itself, the State Aero- 
nautics Council has been told. 


The 1971 Legislature will be 


asked lo pass a law patterned 
on Wisconsin's shoreline and 
floodplain zoning law. That law 
does the zoning job for localities 
which refuse to act on the task 
on their own before a statutory 
time limit passes, said F.E. 
Wolf, head of the State Division 
of Aeronautics. 


Wolf said that the safety andi 


use zoning ordinance will be a I 
prime goal of his division of the, 
State Transportation D e p a r t - 
ment when the 1971 Legislature 
convenes next January.

A Red Face in Hartford 


A curious incident in Hartford, a 


pleasant and prosperous community in 
Washington County, should not be 
overlooked as an amusing footnote to our 
times. 


The Hartford Union High School 


district recently held its annual election 
of board members and the school clerk, 
as the polls opened, permitted some 
residents of the district who were under 
21 years of age to cast their votes. As the 
day progressed, however, he realized 
that he was not certain that their votes 
could be legally recorded and decided to 
consult the school district legal counsel 
for guidance. 


The district's lawyer 
offhandedly 


advised him that such votes by juveniles 
were valid because the United States 
Congress had approved and President 
Nixon had signed an act purporting to 
reduce the nationwide age requirement 
for voting to 18 years. Accordingly, the 


clerk decided that he had acted in ac- 
cordance with the law. 


Only hours later did the truth come to 


the school district officer, namely, that 
there is doubt about the constitutional 
validity of the congressional act, that it 
will be tested in court under the terms of 
the President's signature, and that, in 
any event, it expressly provides that it 
won't become effective until January of 
next year. It is a comfort to lesser 
mortals, perhaps, that a lawyer can 
commit an error of such eggregious 
character.

Recommendation Surprising 
Such laments were heard so 


often and over such a long 
period, without response from 
the political policy-makers, 
that it was a genuine surprise 
when the celebrated "blue 
ribbon" tax revision com- 
mission early in the last 
decade seriously proposed the 
elimination of the levy. 


It was in 1963 that the 


legislature was persuaded to

The mechanism 
chosen was to continue local

The idea was that the state 


credit—financed out of the 
sales and income taxes and 
other state revenues—would 
be continued in modest steps 
until the individual personal 
property tax liability would b« 
erased altogether with the 
state pickup of 100 per cent of 
the local assessments. 


Credit Remains Same 


The first administration of 


Gov. Knowles in 1965 and 1966 
did in fact continue that plan, 
with an additional five per 
cent personal property tax 
pickup each year. But there it 
stopped. 


The 60 per cent credit to 


municipalities has remaned 
unchanged, and there is now 
little to show that there is any 
reason to believe that the 100 
per cent cancellation of the 
individual's or corporation's 
liability will be achieved. 


A major reason for the 


evident failure of the hopeful 
original plan is its cost. The 
demand upon the state 
treasury has been so heavy 
that the men ruling the state 
quietly concluded that they 
could not continue the staged 
elimination 
of 
personal 


property tax liability. It is not 
easy to challenge 
their 


decision, remembering that 
the 60 per cent forgiveness 
cost $72 million last year. 


Received Little Response 
It is possible to guess, 


however, that the suspension 
of the staged withdrawal of 
the tax was related to a lack of 
visible or audible response 
from the political community. 


Industrial and commercial 


elements of the state have 
shown little appreciation oi 
the relief already provided. 
The ordinary citizen either is 
not aware of it or is Indifferent 
toward it because he is not 
involved. Politicians when 
they have a choice prefer a 
course of action that gams 
favorable attention. 


If there is any further 


movement for property tax 
relief, 
therefore—and 
it 


cannot be forecast reliably in 
an era of such proliferating 
demands upon the state 
treasury's revenue base—it is 
likely to be in the way ol 
greater diversion of state 
receipts into the general 
property tax relief fund, which 
is noted by every house holder 
when he reads the state 
contribution credited to his 
tax bill and may conceivably 
remember it on election day.

begins as a cloumn of warm, 
moist, gently rising air that 
climbs faster than it cools and 
forms a cottony cumulus 
cloud. 


Under the right conditions, 


this "cell" gains power as it 
lifts. The cloud boils higher 
and higher. Water vapor 
condenses and droplets form. 
Ice crystals appear at the cap, 
which may tower more than 
40,000 feet as a thunderhead. 


A switch in air moviment 


marks the tempest's mature 
stage. A downdraft of air joins 
the prevailing updraft which 
started the disturbance. 


In the middle, water drops 


grow heavy enough to over- 
come the updraft and fall. 
They drag cool air with them, 
and create the cold gust that 
blows from the fringes of the 
storm. 


On the ground, winds can 


retch 70 miles per hour. A 
stogie deluge may release a 
hundred thousand tons of rain 
and hailstones is large as 
tennis balls. 
Negatively snd positively 


charged centers polarize 


within 
a 
thundercloud. 


Eventually, electrical 
discharges occur between one 
and the other or between one 
and the ground, creating 
lightning. 


Strikes More Than Once 


A single flash of lightning 


seldom drains a storm cloud of 
its energy. Repeated strokes 
down the same channel are 
common, and dozens can 
occur in one second. If it could 
be tamed, a prolonged storm 
might create enough elec- 
tricity to power a large city for 
several day. 


Even as a thunderstorm 


reaches violent maturity, it 
starts to die. The downdraft 
initially shares the circulation 
with the sustaining updraft, 
then strangles it. 


As the updraft is separated 


from converging low-level 
winds, the disturbance loses 
moisture and heat energy. 
Precipitation first weakens, 
then stops, and the cold 
downdraft ceases.
